TUK GERMAN COUP J) 
} JSTAT 


A crisis has arrived in tho affairs 


Prussia and of Germany which is graver 
than any since 1848. The aged Emperor, 
following the advice and sustained by tin 
iron hand of Bismarck, has raised thi 
standard of absolutism in the very face 01 
a hostile parliament and a growing Lib- 
eral public sentiment. 
Tho prince wh 


shot down democrats as he would wolves 
iu 1843, and who siuee his accession to 
the throne in his old age in 18G1 has 
never lost an 
opportunity of making a 


point for reaction, has now struck his 
boldest blow against the constitution of 
the state whose throne he ascended. This 
blow comes in the form of an imperial 
rescript dated Jan. 'i, countersigned by 
Prince Bismarck, aud addressed to the 
Prussian mmistrj', which is as follows ;— 


' 'The right of the King to direct the 


Government and policy of Prussia iu ac- 
cordance with his own judgment is re- 
stricted, not abrogated, by the constitu- 
tion The official acts of the King require 
the countersignment of a minister and aro 
carried out by his ministers, but they re- 
main the official acts of theKing.in whose 
resolve they originate and who in them 
gives constitution expression to his will. 
Therefore it is not permissible to repre- 
sent their .exercise as proceeding from 
responsible ministers. The Prussian Con- 
stitution is the expression, of the monarchi- 
cal tradition of this country, whoso devel- 
opment rests on the living relations of its 
King to the people. These relations can- 
not be transferred to ministers, be- 
cause they appertain to tlie person 
of the King, and their maintenance is 
necessary for Prussia. It is, therefore, 
my will that in Prussia, and also in the 
legislative 
bodies of the 'Empire, no 


doubt will be allowed to attach to my 
constitutional right or that of iny success- 
ors to personally direct the policy of the 
government. 
It is the duty of my min- 


isters to support my constitutional rights 
by protecting them from doubt and ob- 
scurity,'and I expect the same from all 
officials who have taken the oath of loyal- 
ty to me.

Plate glass is made from a mixture of 


lime stone, sand, soda or potash, baryta, 
arsenic and other minerals, which are 
finely ground a-id carefully 
mixed to- 


gether. The prepared mixture is called 
•'batch" hy the workmen. It is a dr.rk, 
greenish black, earthy powder, whl.Si 
looks as little likely to change into a beau- 
tiful transparent siibxtnnce as Cinderella's 
pumpkin into a coach. But fire is a won- 
derful tvaiiKformer, and it is by melting 
this greenish-black | ovriler iu immense 
crucibles that glftss !K produced. 


• After Suspecting the manufacture of 
the crucibles, we were conducted to aii 
extremely ton-id region, "where a number 
of furnaces were blazing away. 
Each 


furnace is really a g(is-!ii-e, iu the midst 
of which are placed one or more of the 
crucibles, tilled with the greenish-hlack 
powder. 
The gas—ordinary coal gas, 


manufactured, on tlif; premises—is min- 
gled in due proportion^ with atmospheric 
air; and when ignited in the furnace, it 
beats the latter hotter than any coal lire 
would do. This substitution of gas for 
coal us a fuel is iu accordance with the 
method of Dr. Siemens, and has been 
f onnd to have many advantages. Peeping 
through the chinks of a furnace door, we 
ffliw a fiery, glowing ma-is. 
This was a 


crucible at a bright-red heat. The green- 
ish-black "batch" with which it had been 
lilled some hours previously was now a 
red-hot molten mass, of about the con- 
sistence of treacle. 


As it had now attained its proper con- 


dition of fluidity, the. infill came and fas- 
tened some iron gear around the neck of 
the crucible, hoisted it out of the furnace 
and placed it on a truck. This wan im- 
mediately run along a tramway to another 
shed, where the casting of the glass was 
to take place. 
This was the most oxt-it- 


ing incident of the manufacture. Eight 
or ten men again threw some tackle 
around the glowing crucible, hoisted it 
into 
the 
air 
above 
a 
large, 
flat 


cast-iron 
table, 
and 
then 
tilted 


it 
over. 
The 
luminous 
contents 


of the crucible flowed out in a sluggish 
wtream, and formed an irregular, doughy 
mass at one end of the table., The cruci- 
ble was instantly hoisted away, and a 
heavy iron roller was rapidly rolled over 
the soft, yielding mass, causing it to 
spread out iuto a wavy sheet, covering 
the entire table. 
Our guide explained 


that the height of the roller above the 
table could be regulated, so that the glass 
should be of the required thickness, and 
that the width of the plate was determined 
by iron bars placed along each side of 
the table. The sheet which we saw cast 
was about twelve feet long, nine feet wide 
and an inch thick. 
i&The next step in the process IK the 
cooling of the glass. It must not be 
treated as we should treat a plate of toffy 
in similar circumstances, by letting it sim- 
ply stand in a cool plaee. If the glass 
were allowed to lose its heat rapidly, it 
would become too brittle to be of any 
use. Accordingly, within five minutes of 
its being rolled out—as soon, indeed, as 
it was solidified enough to bearromoval— 
the still glowing sheet was lifted from 
the table, and with long shovels wrts 
pushed through a slit in the wall, which 
was then carefully stopped up, and wo 
saw it no more. 
Our guide explained to 


us that the sheet had been slipped into an 
oven, which was at a good red heat, and 
that the iirc would bo allowed to die out 
very gradually. 
In this way the glass 


would take fully a week to cool down: 
and by this process of annealing* AR it. i« 
.called, it would 
attain the requisite 


Amount of durability. 


From an oven which had cooled down 


ive saw the men remove a sheet of glass, 
and bear it off to bo ground and polished. 
His men earned it, throe on each side, 
the glass being held up perpendicularly 
between tlie two files of men by means 
of three leather bands or slings passing 
underneath it. 
Each man held one end 


of a sling in one hand, and steadied the 
sheet with the other. 
It was interesting 


to observe wlnxt admirable time the men 
always kept while thus carrying the large 
plates of glass from one department to 
another. 
They had evidently been well 


drilled; and the necessity for this was 
obvious, since a man who did not keep 
step 
would 
be 
liable 
to 
thnifit 


his shoulder against the glass, with re- 
sults which might be serious to the plate, 
himself and his comrades. 
"With meas-" 


end of H was connected by an iron rod 
Tlie movements of the fntuie wen 
ied and limited by an ingenious arrange 
rnetit of chains pacing from lit 
surface to.tho roof. It was the coiwtin 
rotary 
movements of the*) fifty-six 


frames 
which at 
first 
sight 
gav< 


the 
room 
such a strangely unsta 


ble 
appearance. 
The 
frames 
were 


lined with iron underneath; and men am 


ing sand under them, while "a Jet of watei 
played over each frame; BO tliat wet sand 
was thus kept continually present between 
the iron and the glass. 
By thin means, 


the surface of the glass was rubbed awa> 
until nil uuoveuuess Imd been removed. 
It takes about seven hours to grind both 
surfaces of the plates sufficiently. 
When 


ibis has been done, the glass if; found to 
have lost nearly half its thickness. Its 
surfaces ana now oven aud comparatively 
smooth, but covered with fine scratches, 
and by no means clear au'd transparent. 


We were next conducted into a shed in 


which the second part of the polishhi^ 
process is carried on. This is called tho 
smoothing room, and the machinery here 
appeared to bo entirely superintended by 
women and girls. In (his room, as iu Hie 
grinding shed, were a large number of 
low stone tables or slabs, on each of which 
a sheet of glass lay cemented. Another 
sheet of glass was placed upon this, and 
the upper plate was kept moving over the 
under one iu a circle by means of ma- 
chinery similar to th?.t \vhich worked tho 
griuding-frames. Instead of Band, the 
plates in the smoothing room wore sup- 
plied with fine emery powder, and by 
their prolonged movement nyor each other 
they both became much improved in ap- 
pearance. 


Although,when H leaves this second 


room, the glass has attained a high degree 
of (smoothness, it is still wanting in tliat 
perfect polish and transparency which are 
so much desired. It is therefore submitt- 
ed to a third process, the polishing proper. 
This is accomplished by means of very 
beautiful machinery. The plate of glass 
is laid upon a table, and above it a hori- 
zontal frame moves slowly backwards and 
forwards, on the nuder surface of which 
are a large number of rubbers, arranged 
in fonrrows. 
While the rubbers move to 


and fro, the table itself moves slowly from 
side to side, and thus every part of the 
surface of the glass is brought evenly 
and regularly under the action of the rub- 
bers. The rubbers arc covered with felt, 
which is kept moist and supplied with pol- 
ishing powder, consisting of red oxide o? 
iron. This beautiful process raises the 
surface of the glass to the highest degree 
of smoothness and polish. 


From the polishing room the plates are 


carried in the careful manner already de- 
scribed, to a shed where women are en- 
gaged in-washing off the red oxide and 
in giving them a final rubbing up. They 
are then conveyed to 
the 
, warehouse, 


where they are packed, aud whence they 
are dispatched us required to till parts of 
the world.—[Chamber's Journal.
